Ministry of Marine announced today that the Dardanelles forts 
fell after a bombardment of seven and one-half hours yester- 
day. The following statement was issued: .

"Ten armored ships bombarded the fortification at the Dar-| 


danelles yesterday from 10 a. m. to 5.30 p. m. Observers of 
the bombardment state that some of the Allies' ships were 
damaged by the return fire from the Anatolian forts." 


After the bombardment the ships retired in the direction of 


Tenedos. The British battleship Agamemnon took part in the 
action. She is a vessel of 16,500 tons. 


The reduction1 ot the forts at the en- 


trance to the Dardanelles is the first 
stop to clear the sea roLite to Constan- 
tinople and tlio lilnch S5cu, opening a 
way for Itussla to forward her vast 
stores of grain to the Allies.
